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INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS: PRELIMINARY STATEMENT, 1967-68 


This publication contains preliminary statistics of industrial accidents reported to 
the Victorian Government Statist during 1967-63 under the provisions of the Workers 
Compensation Regulations. 


The collection is restricted to fatal cases and to those where the worker was 
incapacitated for work for a period of gone week or more. Reports included relate to 
workers compensation claims finalised during 1967-68, and to claims reported as unclosed 
after a period of three years. Thus the cases to which the statistics relate did not 
necessarily occur in 1967-68. 


The effect of the provisions of the Workers Compensation Act should be noted:
